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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments presented by applicant are not 
persuasive since all the limitation recited in claims land 3 are met by Zimmerman in view of Shimada as set forht in the rejection. For 
example, on page 4, lines 12-13, applicant argues that applicant's invention is utilized a solder which is electricaly highly conductive, but 
claim 1 is so broad that it does not even recite the limitation "conductive" solder as applicant's argument. In view of argument to claims 2 
and 4, these claims are allowable. 
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
